Adams county coroner, said the m an’s 
tieath was accidental and deemed an 
inquest unnecessary. 
Naylor, employed as a machinist at 
the Penn Tile works five years, died 
five minutes after he w'as struck by 
the train. 
Death was due to a num­ 
ber of causes, according to the certif­ 
icate, filed by 
the 
coroner. 
The 
man’s legs were crushed below the 
knees, his skull w'as fractured and his 
back was contused. 
Failed To Hear Train 
Naylor, on his way from the Penn 
Tile works to the Gulden planing mill, 
was walking between the two tracks 
of the 
Reading 
railroad. 
Being 
slightly deaf, he apparently failed to 
hear the freight train, traveling at 
fair speed, toward Gettysburg, and 
stepped on the tracks, directly in front 
of the engine. 
The engine and fifteen freight cars 
passed over Naylor** leg* before the 
train was brought to a stop.

Too Large For State in Con­ 
tract With Other Funds.

Harrisburg, 
April 
8.—Governor 
Fisher today announced his opposition 
to the proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment which would permit payment of 
.old age pensions. 
He said the issue 
raised by this proposal “creates the 
most serious 
business 
problem the 
state has ever been called upon to 
face in times of peace.’* 
The bill proposing the amendment 
j has been made a special 
order 
of 
business for final passage in the house j 
* Monday night. 
It was sponsored by 
Senator Flora Vare, Philadelphia, and 
has passed the senate. 
If approved 
by the house it would be submitted to 
the voters in 1928 having passel the 
1925 legislature. 
“I am opposed to the constitutional 
amendment proposing an old age pen­ 
sion /’ the governor said. 
**l am op­ 
posed to any legislation, constitutional 
or statutory, which would fasten on 
the state a great list of civil pen- j 
stoners. 
Our program for taking 
part of the dependents and needy is j 
most liberal through state and local 
agencies. 
At this session the state 
has made the most ample provisions 
I for charitable and welfare work in its 
history. 
In addition the administra­ 
tion has sanctioned the adoption of a 
proposed $50,000,000 bond issue for 
capital expenditures at welfare in- j 
stitutions. 
“The dependant class such as would 
be created by such a large civil pen- j 
sion list would have a profound ef­ 
fect upon social and economic condi­ 
tions. * But furthermore the direct 
financial obligation imposed by such 
legislation would create a demand on j 
the resources of the state requiring 
a complete 
reconstruction of fiscal 
policy. 
“It is anyone’s 
guess as to the i 
number of dependents 
who 
would 
come under the provisions of such 
enactment. 
Many have estimated it 
in excess of 100,000, but if it were 
only 100,000 at $1 a day each, it would . 
require $$0,500,OOO per annum to pay 
the bill or $73,000,000 for the bien­ 
nium. 
The issue raised -by this pro- > 
ppsaJ creates the most serious busi­ 
ness problem the state has ever been . 
called upon to face in times of peace.” *
